COOKING 
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Political Parade 

By CLEM WHITAKER 


Now that the primary election 
is over, and the nominees are 
taking a breathing spell before 
launching their general election 
campaigns, it is a good time, per¬ 
haps, to discuss Proposition No. 
4 on the November ballot— the 
initiative proposal to repeal the 
State Income Tax— and its sig¬ 
nificance in the political scheme 
of things! 

The repeal amendment tti'.’ 
first attempt at tax reduction in 
California in many a year - is 
backed by both labor and bu'-i- 
ness, with the State Federation 
of Labor officially on record in 
favor of the repeal. 

It is opposed, as was to be ex¬ 
pected, by the Olson Administra¬ 
tion, the State Employees Asso¬ 
ciation, and various other groups 
which speak for job-holders on 
the public payroll. 

All of that is understandable 
and according to Hoyle, for it is 
natural that labor and businoss, 
hard hit by Federal taxes lor 
war purposes, should seek reduc¬ 
tion in their States taxes, and it 
is just as natural that Governor 
Olson and the various public em¬ 
ployee groups should oppose such 
reduction. 

A strange element has entered 
the campaign, however, in that 
leaders in certain civic groups 
which have fought vigorously but 
unsuccessfully for repeal of the. 
State Income Tax in Legislature 
are now quietly trying to sabo¬ 
tage the initiaative repeal cam¬ 
paign. Their argument is that it 
is wrong to seek tax changes via 
direct legislation— that the pub¬ 
lic is not comeptent to pass ou 
such complicated problems. Cut it 
boils down to the fact that tliore 
are still a few die-hards who 
don’t believe in the initiative, ref¬ 
erendum and recall, the reforms 
which were Instituted during Hi¬ 
ram Johnson’s administration as 
Governor. 

It is a peculiar situation, for 
the most serious opposition to the 
repealer comes from those v,l;o 
would benefit most by it— men 
who would bite of their nose, ap¬ 
parently, to spite their face. 

The serious aspect of the sit¬ 
uation is this—that the vote on 
this measure will be taken by the 
Legislature as an indication of 
whether the public is tax-con¬ 
scious, and in a mood to demand 
tax reduction, or whether it is 


^ How would you like to live 
in a country where the life ex¬ 
pectancy is 32, 35 or even 40 
years— only a little more than 
half of the living years to which 
a resident of the United States 
may reasonably look forward ? 

^ No, the idea is not preposter¬ 
ous, but in reality a growing 
problem for all Americans, as 
the countries in question are not 
in the distant and undeveloped 
regions of the Orient. Xbey are 
our neighbors to the south — 
Chile, with life expectancy of 35, 
where the death rate in Santiago 
stands at 24.8 per thousnd per 
year, compared with the New 
■^ork City rate of 9.8; Mexico, 
Peiu, Uruguay and other South 
American countries where death 
rates and general ill health of 
the people are similarly shocking. 

Perhaps by the standards of 
United States thinking of the 
last decade, these were purely 
national— or perhaps continental 
problems. Not so today, because 
the trend toward boosting Pan- 
American amity with modem 
air travel, a not so distant Pan- 
American Highway, and present 
allied antl-Axis unity which will 
bring thousands of additional 
Americans into closer relation¬ 
ship with South America, place 
these problems squarely on our 
doorstep also. 

If If you still believe in United 
States isolation, and think that 
we have nothing to fear from 
the spread of typhus, and other 1 
dread diseases in other countries 
you will get a jolt from Charles 
Morrow Wilson, noted writer and 
student of Anglo-Latin American 
relations, who doe.sn’t think so, 
and presents an uncommonly 
clear and substantial backing for 
his opinion in his new book "Am¬ 
bassadors in White,” which he 
calls a story of American Tropi¬ 
cal Medicine. It is fine reading, 
‘though sometimes more than 
mildly disturbing, and is an ex¬ 
cellent chronicle of the splendid 
work done near and below the 
equator by those great “Ambas¬ 
sadors in White,” past and pres¬ 
ent, who have been confronted 
with such terrific odds tind now 
need some understanding of their 
problems among the Americans 
of the United States.

Armies of fighting men today 
feel very strongly that their fel¬ 
low workers in the production 
end of the war are leaning back 
in the traces. Millions of men in 
the ranks of labor are doing 
their wartime work and doing it 
well. But hundreds of thousands 
are not and their unpatriotic 
attitude is helping the general 
feeling toward labor not at all. 

The situation is not one to be 
ignored: it constitutes one of the 
major engagements of the war, 
and it is going on continuously 
and ruinou.sly on' our own soil, 
in our own war plants. The labor 
problem is no nearer solution to¬ 
day than it was a generation or 
so ago when business barons 
were in their heyday. In recent 
vears, labor extremists have
